REMARKS 

For convenience of amendment, the previously pending 
claims have been cancelled in favor of newly presented 
claims 13-16. These claims are drafted in accordance with 
U.S. claim style and incorporate idiomatic English. 

The present invention is directed to a process for 
curing photopolymer to form a photopolymer plate . In 
accordance with the process, radiation curing is effected 
from only one side of the photopolymer. In order to provide 
a base relief and a printing relief through the thickness of 
the plate, the applied radiation is modulated. In the 
illustrated embodiment, a digital device or an analogic film 
device is used to establish desired areas of half tone of 
gray to impose a lower level of radiation on desired areas 
of the photopolymer to form the base relief and one or more 
transparent or white areas for providing a high level of 
radiation to form the printing relief. 

Claim 13 is directed to the curing process and requires 
radiation exposure from one side only of the photopolymer. 
The radiation is modulated to cure a thickness of base 
relief and a thickness of printing relief. The exposure is 
applied from the plate side remote of the printing relief. 

Claim 14 is directed to the step of simultaneously 
forming the base relief and the printing relief.

Claim 15 further limits the modulation step to include 
positioning a radiation modulation device between the source 
of radiation and the photopolymer . The claim further 
provides that the modulation may be determined by a digital 
device or an analogic film device with the use of half tone 
of gray. 

Claim 16 is specific to the use of the same radiation 
exposure time for curing the printed relief and the base 
relief. 

The prior rejection of the claims under 3 5 USC 112, 
second paragraph, is rendered moot by the cancellation of 
claims 7-12.
